WASHINGTON-, April 28.— T ht 
government b rought to the supreme 
court today its contention that the 
purchaser of illicit liquor Is guilty 
of violating the prohib ition law’. 


The question 
came 
b efore 
the 
highest trib unal in tw’o forms. In 
one the government contends, that 
those who order liquor from b oot­ 
leggers knowing that it must b e il­ 
legally transported to reach them, 
are guilty of conspiracy to violate 
the prohib ition law. In the other 
the 
government 
expresses 
some 
doub t as to w hether the purchaser 
who ob tains liquor from a b ootleg­ 
ger without 
ordering 
its 
illegal 
transportation is equally guilty with 
the b ootlegger. It w'as prepared to 
urge, how'ever, that the court hold 
him guilty. 
The conspiracy case was b rought 
b y the government from Philadel­ 
phia, 
where 
Alfred 
E. 
Norris, 
a 
New* 
i o r k 
b anker, 
was 
charged 
with violating the prohib ition law 
wiien he placed orders with Joel D. 
Kepper, of Philadelphia, for ship­ 
ment of b ootleg liquor. The federal 
district court at Philadelphia con­ 
victed Norris of conspiracy to vio­ 
late 
the 
prohib ition 
law 
b ut 
the 
circuit 
court 
of 
appeals 
reversed 
the ruling, holding that such trans­ 
portation as may b e necessary to 
effect delivery does not sub ject the 
purchaser and seller to an indict­ 
m ent for conspiracy to transport. 
Although declaring Norris guilty of 
conspiracy 
the 
district 
court 
a n ­ 
nounced that the mere purchase of 
liquor was not an offense as did the 
circuit court of appeals. 
Attorney General Mitchell in his 
b rief in the Norris case, which fur­ 
nished an outline for today’s oral 
argum ent declared that “ whether or 
not the 
national 
prohib ition 
act 
makes the act of purchase a crime 
in itself, it manifestly does not in­ 
vest the purchaser with any special 
immunity 
from 
the 
consequences 
of doing those things which b eyond 
question are nmde 
criminal. 
The 
mere fact that one is a purchaser 
gives him no license to violate the 
law’ with Imponity.” 
Jam es E. F a rra r was indicted at 
Boston on 
the 
charge 
of 
having 
purchased liquor from Frank Roton- 
do, of Medford, Massachusetts. The 
federal district court dismissed the 
case holding that the purcliase of 
liquor W’as not an offense under the 
prohib ition 
law. 
The 
government 
contends that any purchase of in­ 
toxicating liquor without a permit 
is a violation of the Volstead Act. 
Counsel for F a rra r will take the 
view of the district court that the 
permit required b y the prohib ition 
law' applied only to those to w'hom 
a permit may lawfully b e issued, 
such as m anufacturers using w’his- 
key, alcohol and wines in their b us­ 
iness, and not to a purchaser from 
a b ootlegger.

plan b y Mrs. Palmer. Complete con­

re­ 
vealed b y White. 
The 
telegram, 
apparently

jumb le of code words, has not b een 
translated. 
Friends of the tw’o women 
ad­ 
mitted the possib ility that a sui­ 
cide agreement had heen discussed 
hy the two women b ut discounted 
the theory that Thursday’s doub le 
tragedy resulted from such a pact 
They cited that Mrs. Palmer w’as 
shot first in the b ack, indicating 
that she was attempting to escape 
death. 
The verdict tendered b y a 
coroner’s jury was that Mrs. Post 
shot Mrs. Palm er in a jealous rage 
and later turned the gun on her­ 
self. 
White said lie had hundreds ot

The solution of lime-siilpliiir, is 
one pound of lime and one pound 
of sulphur to five g allons of water. 
You can buy the ready mixed lime- 
sulphur and add water to it, or you 
can make it and the formula is 1-1-5. 
Lime-sulphur is a wonderful solu­ 
tion to kill mildew and all fung us 
disease. 
This solution too will kill 
red spider and is a g ood solution 
to put on your Everg reens, if you 
do not have water w'here you can 
wash them with a hose. 
Sulphur 
is sold under the trade name, “ Flow­ 
er of Sulphur” or “ Sublimed Sul­ 
phur.” 
Do not try to mix lime sul­ 
phur in a metal container. It should 
be mixed in wood or stoneware. 
It W’ill keep quite w'ell, and you 
can mix up five g allons and if you 
see 
any 
trouble 
coming 
on 
the 
leaves of any of your plants, g et 
your w'hisk-broom and your lime- 
sulphur and throw' 
it 
over 
the 
plants. 
Lime-sulphur does not in­ 
jure any leaf and is very helpful 
with g rapes, roses, Elverg reens, Del­ 
phiniums, Phlox, and in fact, all 
plants which have fung us diseases 
on the leaves.
